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OLD BUILDING — NEW INTERIOR

Just a year ago in March a dream 
began to come true for the Lebanon 
Public Library. The old Carnegie li- 
brary has been transformed from a 
drab, mausoleum-type structure into 
one of outstanding cheerfulness. The 
dark, austere fifty-year-old furniture is 
gone, the dirty walls have disappeared 
with the advent of new paint and mod- 
ern furniture. 

How did all of this happen? Limited 
funds caused the redecorating of the li- 
brary to be long overdue. With a special 
initial donation, the refurnishing ball 
began rolling with various civic groups 
and individuals adding contributions. 


Wall Murals ° 


The old “Board and Committee” room, 
a most unsightly and useless room, has 
been converted into a warm and friend- 
ly primary room through the financial 
assistance of a local sorority. The walls 
are covered with murals in which a 
young local artist depicted, with oil, a 
fascinating array of storybook char- 
acters. These murals are a delight to 
both adults and children. In addition to 
the beautiful walls, the room is fur- 
nished in modern furniture with fiber- 
glass chairs and tables in soft colors. 
New shelving and draw draperies com- 
pleted the picture. 


Through another local sorority, 
enough money was contributed to com- 
pletely furnish the Teen-age Room with 
upholstered chairs in complementary 
colors, a low table and draperies at the 
window. 


Furnishings for the children’s room 
were financed by other local organiza- 
tions. This room is also outstanding 
with its attractively colored chairs and 
tables of easy-to-clean, but beautiful 
furniture. 


While every room in the library is 
newly furnished, perhaps the biggest 
and most noticeable change is the view 
seen when a patron first steps into the 
library. The old hall which had so much 
waste space, is now used to a great ad- 
vantage. Upon entering the front door, 
the lovely new blonde chargeout desk 
is seen, and beyond that the adult read- ~ 
ing center furnished in upholstered 
chairs and settee in gray and turquoise, 
a coffee table and reading lamp. 


Several brass planters and beautiful 
cut leaf philodendron plants have been 
given as memorials, adding greatly to 
the appearance of the library. New gray 
draw draperies at each window give a 
home-like appearance. 


Color Planning 


A great deal of planning and thought 
was spent in selecting colors for the 
library walls. We wanted a cheerful, 
bright atmosphere. We did not want to 
risk any color too modern or gaudy, for 
it had to tie in with dark woodwork 
(which we could not change) and the 
old architecture. The final decision was 
a happy one and has proved to be very 
popular. The center hallway through 
the library is a soft gray color, with the 
rooms on each side painted a very at-

tractive shade of turquoise. The ceil- 
ings are all white. Fireplaces in each 
room are painted off-white. The new 
chargeout desk and tables in the refer- 
ence room are all in the same blonde 
finish with a gray cast. 

No actual remodeling was done, al- 
though patrons think we have cut out 
archways and have new lights. Actually 
we have had fluorescent lights for some 
time, but they were not noticeable until 
we added the new coat of light paint. 


Community Interest 


The staff and library board are great- 
ly indebted to those progressive minded 
civic organizations and individuals 
whose efforts and interests have made 
our modernization program possible. 
Giving this me@aey to the library has 
provided people with a feeling of inter- 
est and community spirit. Now they 
have a personal contact with the library. 

We feel that a lively and progressive 
library is just as much a part of a 
growing community as proper school fa- 
cilities, good roads, parks and other 
municipal functions. The library is an 
indispensable adjunct to our progres- 
sive school system. We want to be a 
major source of community culture, 
contributing to the education of adults 
of all ages. 


Private Sources 


The achievement of the Lebanon Pub- 
lic Library points the way for any li- 
brary faced with an old building, to find 
the means of remodeling and refurnish- 
ing the interior from private sources to 
supplement inadequate tax funds. 


DISTRICT MEETINGS: A RESUME

“The Library’s Public from Pre-school 
to Senior Citizen” was the theme chosen 
for 1959 District Meetings by the Plan- 
ning Committee at its meeting at 
French Lick in Noyember, 1958. 


A Workshop for District Officers was 
held at the Indiana University Medical 
Center, February 2 and 3, 1959. Dr. 
Robert M. Smith of the Indiana Uni- 
versity Bureau of Studies in Adult Edu- 
cation conducted the Workshop, which 
was attended by 23 District officers. 
Both librarians and trustees attended 
and each of the six districts was repre- 
sented. 


The afternoon session of five of the 
District Meetings was given over large- 
ly to an interview-type program, “What 
Next for Indiana Libraries?” The title 
phrase was taken from the Public Li- 
brary Development Committee’s recent 
report. Maxine Batman, ILA vice presi- 
dent and co-ordinator of District Meet- 
ings, interviewed librarians and trustees 
from various type libraries in an effort 
to bring to light common library inter- 
ests and needs. A sincere desire for li- 
brary co-operation, the need for library 
service in now unserved areas, and a 
need for better library and personal 
communcations were enunciated as out- 
standing needs by both librarians and 
trustees. 


Also interviewed was Harold F. Brig- 
ham, Director of the Indiana State Li- 
brary. Mr. Brigham enumerated rea- 
sons for recent legislative failures, and 
concluded with a statement reiterating 
the Indiana State Library’s advisory

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A REVIEW OF LEGISLATIVE 
MEASURES IN THE 1959 GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


A. Bills approved by ILA-ILTA: 


Senate Bill 84 was enacted into law 
and will be Chapter 69 of the Acts 
of 1959. It provides for the forma- 
tion of a library holding corpora- 
tion for the purpose of erecting 
library buildings by a private cor- 
poration which will lease or rent 
the building to a public library. At 
the end of the lease period the li- 
brary may become owner of the 
property. This measure is similar 
to the schoolhouse holding corpo- 
ration law. 


Senate Bill 87 passed both houses 
but was pocket vetoed by Governor 
Handley. This measure provided a 
fine and jail term for persons ma- 
liciously damaging, stealing or wil- 
fully failing to return the property 
of libraries of all kinds. 


State Library 


State Library Appropriation (in 
House Bill 2): The original budget 
request of the State Library was 
made before the Schacter Bookmo- 
bile Project came into being. The 
State Library request included 
funds to purchase three bookmo- 
biles in the 1959-61 biennium, one 
to be operated for demonstration 
and exhibit from a district office, 
and the other two to be operated 
in cooperation with existing county 
libraries by contract arrangements. 
It was in this budget request that 
the amount of $75,930 appeared for 
“new program” in 1959-60, and 
$47,000 in 1960-61. These funds

were to be used to purchase book- 
mobiles, stock them with books, 
provide salaries for drivers, clerks, 
and provide for maintenance costs. 


They were not approved by the 
State Budget Committee, but when 
it became apparent that Senate Bill 
378 (see below) could not pass, an 
effort was made to convert the pur- 
pose of the original bookmobile re- 
quest to the new Schacter Bookmo- 
bile Project and thus to secure the 
state funds required through the 
Library’s regular appropriations. 
This also failed. 

The State Library budget request, 
including the original bookmobile 
proposal, was approved for support 
by the Indiana Library Association 
and Indiana Library Trustees 
Association at its fall annual con- 
ference in 1958. Its legislative 
appropriations for 1959-61 regular 
operations may be summarized as 
follows: 

Funds for library operations were 
cut for the first time in many years. 
The cut was small—only 3.7% or 
less than $13,000 below the 1958/59 
budget total of $346,840—but the 
entire cut concentrated in the funds 
for books, periodicals and other 
library materials. These book funds 
were reduced 35%. 

Funds for building rehabilitation 
and improvements were substan- 
tially increased, from $25,000 to 
hoped to effect a transfer of funds 
in the new biennium to restore a 
substantial part of the cut suffered 
in book funds. 
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Bills for Schacter Bookmobile Proj- 
ect, sponsored by the State Citizens 
Committee for National Library 
Week: 

Senate Bill 378 was intended to pro- 
vide the State Library with state 
funds for a pilot bookmobile opera- 
tion in one area of 10-12 counties. 
The sum of $125,000 was requested 
for a two-year period, to have been 
used as follows: 

Books—$80,000 (to stock 9 or 10 
bookmobiles which were to be 
procured by the N.L.W. Citizen 
Project). 

Administrative costs — $45,000, 
which included staff to pur- 
chase, catalog, pocket, card, 
and otherwise prepare books 
for use in the bookmobiles. 

Equipment — some additional 
equipment, principally type- 
writers, desks, book trucks. 

Since the ultimate objective of the 
bookmobile project was to promote 
the establishment of local library 
taxing districts in counties which 
do not have county-wide free li- 
brary service, Senate Bill 378 also 
provided $50,000 to be used as 
grants to assist newly established 
county libraries in the first year 
of their operation. 

This bill was never reported out 
of the Senate Finance Committee 
to which it was assigned. 


Senate Bill 379 


Senate Bill 379 was a measure that 
was necessary for the Schacter 
Project as well as for the book- 
mobile project contemplated in the 
original State Library budget re- 
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quest. This bill contained provi- 
sions permitting the State Library 

(1) To make contracts with 
local officials (who were be- 
ing asked to supply funds 
for bookmobile mainte- 
nance, including salaries for 
bookmobile librarians and 
drivers) ; 

(2) To have area offices of the 
State Library from which 
to function as coordinator 
and project administrator 
in the bookmobile districts. 

(3) To have authority to pro- 

vide, equip and maintain 
bookmobiles which were to 
be procured by the N.L.W. 
Citizen Campaign. 

(4) To retain special consult- 
ants and research people to 
make studies for the pur- 
pose of developing and im- 
proving library, archival 
and historical work. 

This bill was never reported out of 
the Senate Education Committee 
to which it was assigned. 

A special bill for a special situation 
House Bill 417 was enacted into 
law and will be Chapter 381 of the 
Acts of 1959. This measure adds a 
new section to the Library Law of 
1947. It provides for discontinuing 
a tax levy in a town-township 
merged unit in counties of 28,000- 
29,000 population, on proof that less 
than 10 per cent of the inhabitants 
of the townships are using library 
facilities. At present this could af- 
fect only the libraries in Atlanta, 
Carmel, Sheridan and Westfield, all 
in Hamilton County. Its effect after

the 1960 U.S. Census cannot be pre- 
dicted. For this reason it has been 
assigned to the ILA-ILTA Legisla- 
tive Committee for study. 


Out of the ashes 


Reasons for failure of legislation re- 
lated to the Bookmobile Project and to 
the State Library may be summarized 
as follows: 

1. Unavoidable haste in develop- 
ing within five weeks, after 
January 1, a program which in- 
volved legislation and was to be 
launched in April during Na- 
tional Library Week 
Lack of communication, due to 1 
3. Lack of understanding due to 1 


and 2 

4. More effective opposition than 
support 

5. Lack of mutual confidence and 
trust 


6. Misconception of the role of the 
State Library as library exten- 
sion agency of state govern- 
ment 

7. Apparent rejection of success- 
ful practices and experience in 
other states throughout the 
country. 


State Library Board Resolution 


The Indiana Library and Historical 
Board, at its regular meeting on April 
21, 1959, reviewed legislative outcomes 
and passed the following resolution: 

RESOLVED, That the Indiana Li- 
brary and Historical Board record 
its regrets concerning the recent 
misunderstandings and the loss of 
the Citizens’ Bookmobile Project, 
and at the same time reaffirm the 
position and obligation of the State 


Library, in cooperation with the li- 
brary associations of Indiana, to 
foster planning for library develop- 
ment in Indiana, to promote the es- 
tablishment of library service in 
unserved areas and to give assist- 
ance to existing libraries as far as 
resources permit. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY DEVELOPMENT 
COMMITTEE 


The Public Library Development Com- 
mittee met March 12, 1959, in the State 
Library. Roger B. Francis, President 
of ILA, summarized briefly the history 
of the bookmobile project to date, the 
legislation designed to implement it and 
the final letter from Mr. Schacter indi- 
cating his withdrawal from the project. 
The opposition of the Small Libraries 
Group and the apathy of librarians and 
trustees in general were major factors 
in the defeat of the legislation. The 
abandonment of the Schacter program 
not only left the Public Library Develop- 
ment Committee without an assignment 
but also brought all of us face to face 
with two problems, a joint organization 
split by dissension and large areas of 
the state still without plans for service. 
It seems clear that little can be done 
about the second problem until librar- 
ians and trustees are again united in 
purpose. 

The committee therefore felt the need 


‘to redefine its objectives. A “grass 


roots” approach seemed to be indicated 
to establish rapport among librarians 
and trustees: (1) to provide increased 
two-way communication, (2) to deter- 
mine a program which can have mutual 
support, (3) to take joint action in real- 
izing the program determined. 
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In the achievement of these goals, 
the committee felt that the following 
ways and means might be utilized: (1) 
Approach established informal library 
groups. Much useful exchange of ideas 
and information and some development 
of cooperative agreements have come 
out of these groups. It would seem that 
here is provided both an opportunity for 
the kind of two-way communication 
needed, and a definite climate of co- 
operation. (2) Encourage establishment 
of new groups of this sort. Some areas 
of the state do not have such informal 
talk-it-over sessions, and should be en- 
couraged to develop them. Perhaps this 
is a logical function of the District or- 
ganization. (3) Include library trustees 
in existing and new groups. The inade- 
quacy of present methods in getting 
information to trustees to say nothing 
of providing them with an opportunity 
to talk things out is a part of our basic 
problem. (4) District and State conven- 
tions of ILA, ILTA and ISLA should 
continue to devote some attention each 
session to Public Library Development. 
(5) Emphasis in library publications on 
the reports of successful efforts in co- 
operation among libraries and in de- 
velopment of new library systems should 
be helpful to the discovery of useful 
patterns. (6) Person to person contacts. 
The telephone, the letter, the personal 
visit are important in clearing up mis- 
understandings and dispelling suspicion. 
(7) Development of resource teams. The 
need for thoroughly informed people to 
work with groups and in person to per- 
son situation is essential if we want 
librarians and trustees to know what 
can and what cannot be done with exist- 
ing facilities, existing legislation, pres- 


ent policies of the State Board of Ac- 
counts, etc. 


In considering the resources available 
to accomplish these goals and carry out 
the methods indicated, the committee 
listed the following: (1) Informal li- 
brary groups in existence. (2) ILTA, 
ILA and Small Library Group commit- 
tees and officers. (3) Individual mem- 
bers of ILA, ISLA and ILTA. (4) Indi- 
ana State Library. (5) Library training 
agencies. (6) Bureau of Studies in Adult 
Education. (7) Publications in library 
science. 


Recommendations 

By way of taking positive action, the 
committee recommended that the fol- 
lowing steps should be taken: (1) That 
an outline report be submitted to the 
joint Executive Boards of ILA-ILTA, 
(2) That the district meeting time allot- 
ment for discussion of the National Li- 
brary Week bookmobile project be used 
for discussion of problems of public li- 
brary development in the state. (3) 
That the Association should inform and 
request assistance from informal meet- 
ing groups of librarians in determining 
a program which can have mutual sup- 
port of librarians and trustees. (4) 
That a continuing sequence of articles 
appear in Focus relating to Public Li- 
brary Development beginning with the 
August issue. (5) That a special report 
be made to trustees with regard to the 
problem which might logically include 
an analysis of failure of the bookmobile 
program and a request for suggestions 
of possible fresh approaches to the 
problem. (6) That one session of the 
annual conference be devoted to small 
group discussions considering the con- 
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tinuing problems and new practical 
methods of public library development 
in Indiana. 

In looking over its recommendations 
the committee realizes that it has only 
laid the framework for achieving the 
first goal, of the outline, to provide in- 
creased two-way communication. How- 
ever, it is our feeling that it is only 
out of the achievement of this primary 
goal that the others may follow.

P.L.D. Questionnaire 


The Public Library Development 
Committee in its report (above) estab- 
lished three objectives: (1) to provide 
increased two-way communication, (2) 
to determine a program which can have 
mutual support, (3) to take joint action 
in realizing the program determined. 

Only the first of these objectives was 
dealt with in the report itself, as the 
chairman noted. However, a direct ap- 
proach to the second objective has since 
been made by the committee. A ques- 
tionnaire is being perfected which seeks 
to determine whether ILA-ILTA “should 
develop a program to increase the quan- 
tity or improve the quality of library 
service in the state,” and, if so, along 
what lines such a program should be 
developed, with assurance of mutual 
support. 

The Joint Boards of ILA-ILTA have 
authorized the committee to proceed 
with the questionnaire and to send it 
personnally to every member of ILA 
and ILTA and SLG and to all trustees 
and head librarians who are not mem- 
bers of ILA or ILTA. Each recipient 


will be asked to answer the question- 
naire as an individual, not for a board 
or a staff group. 

The questionnaire will be mailed out 
early in September. Replies are to be 
requested in time for tabulating in Oc- 
tober so that a full report may be dis- 
tributed at the Fall Conference of the 
association, November 5-7. 

The committee earnestly hopes that 
every librarian and every trustee will 
feel a personal obligation to reply to this 
important questionnaire and to incorpo- 
rate in his reply and special advice or 
suggestions he may have to offer, with 
complete frankness and most careful 
thought. 


GARY TEST CASE ADVANCES; 
DECISION IN 1959 PROBABLE 

Suit against the Gary Public Library 
to test the bonding provisions of the Li- 
brary Law of 1947 was filed in the Lake 
Circuit Court early in June. The suit 
challenges the legal authority of the li- 
brary board to issue bonds for construc- 
tion of an addition to the library build- 
ing under provisions of the library law. 

Attorneys for the library were to file 
briefs defending the library’s right to 
issue bonds before the end of June. The 
Judge of the Circuit Court is expected 
to make a ruling in the case in July. 
The case will then be appealed to the 
Indiana Supreme Court. It is hoped that 
the high court will render its decision 
before the end of the year. 

The suit has been brought by a citi- 
zen, with costs borne jointly by the 
Friends of the Gary Public Library, the 
Indiana Library Association and the 
Indiana Library Trustees Association.

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IN MEMORIAM 


LORENZ G. SCHUMM 
The untimely death of Lorenz G. 
Schumm on May 24, 1959 brought to a 
close the life and work of a first citizen 
of LaPorte and of Indiana. 


Mr. Schumm was a member of the In- 
diana Library and Historical Board, 
serving under appointment by Governor 
Harold W. Handley since June 1957. 

Death came without warning at the 
age of 67, less than a month after his 
appointment to the new board of trus- 
tees of the LaPorte Public Library and 
only days after his attendance at the 
District Library Meeting in Valparaiso. 

Lorenz Schumm had retired from the 
vice presidency of the First National 
Bank and Trust Company of LaPorte 
in January 1958 after serving in the 
bank for more than 50 years. Governor 
Handley referred to him affectionately 
as “my banker.” 

History, books and libraries were a 
consuming interest of Mr. Schumm. His 
own library, accumulated over the years 
and housed in a separate retreat struc- 
ture erected adjacent to his résidence, 
was widely known for its wealth of his- 
torical materials, both books and manu- 
scripts, in the field of Indiana history 
and especially history of the Civil War, 
his great hobby. 

At the time of his death Mr. Schumm 
was president of the Chicago Civil War 
Round Table, and of the LaPorte County 
Historical Society and member of the 
Executive Committee of the Indiana 
Historical Society. 

The board and staff of the State Li- 
brary pay warm tribute to a good friend 
and exemplary citizen of Indiana. 


EUNICE HENLEY 


Before her death on May 7, 1959, 
Eunice Henley spent 43 years in library 
work. She received library science in- 
struction at the Albany, New York Li- 
brary School, the University of Wiscon- 
sin summer school and the Winona 
Technical Institute. 

In 1903 she worked with children at 
the Wabash Public Library. She cata- 
loged the Noblesville Public Library and 
the Sullivan Public Library collections 
in 1912. Then Miss Henley moved to 
the Glenn County Library of California. 
She returned to Indiana to catalog the 
books of the Columbia City Public Li- 
brary in 1916. She helped the newly or- 
ganized Fort Wayne Public Library Ex- 
tension Department in 1917, resigning 
from this position in 1919 to become a 
special librarian at the U. S. National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, 
Washington, D. C. Miss Henley re- 
turned again to Indiana in 1924 to 
supervise the Traveling Library Depart- 
ment of the Public Library Commission 
of Indiana. She became head of the 
Loan Division of the Indiana State Li- 
brary in April 1925. She retired in De- 
cember, 1946. 

Miss Henley served faithfully in the 
Indiana Library Association. In 1911- 
1912, she was a member of the Legisla- 
tive Committee. She served in 1925 on 
the Handbook Committee, and on the 
Resolutions Committee in 1927. She 
was active in District Meeting programs, 
speaking on children’s books in 1927 at 
Brookville, and serving as secretary of 
the Greenfield District Meeting in 1934. 
She was a member of the Nominating

ACKERMAN, EucENE, Jeb and the Bank Robbers, 
Illustrated by Everett Raymond Kinstler. 1958. 


187p. Bobbs, $2.75. 

The setting of this book is a quiet Indiana 
town in 1890. Jeb and his friend Joe initiate 
a business selling sandwiches and apples to 
train passengers at the Wabash depot. On the 
first day in business the boys discover two 
tough-looking characters in a box car. One 
accidentally drops a five-dollar bill which was 
part of the money taken in a bank robbery at 
Largo. The hunt for the dangerous gang lends 
suspense, danger and mystery to the story. 
Ages 9-11.

Not only is the power to finance library 
building construction by bond issue at 
stake, but the status of library boards 
as independent taxing authorities is in 
question.
